REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are 
allowable over the prior art of record because the teachings of the references taken as a whole do 
not teach or render obvious the combination set forth, including that of an anti-panic mechanism 
for a vehicle door latch having an open lever, a lock lever, an open link, where displacement 
form the open lever is transmitted through the open link to a ratchet pin of a ratchet to unlatch 
the vehicle door latch device, a movable member between the open link and the lock lever, and 
an anti-panic spring connecting the lock lever with the movable member, where the movable 
member and the lock lever are coaxially pivoted on a common shaft, where the anti-panic spring 
is engaged on the same common shaft. 
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The closest prior art of record, U.S. Patent Number 5,653,484 to Brackmann et al, 
discloses a vehicle door latch mechanism having an open lever (5), a lock lever (6 and 9), an 
open link (10), a movable member (7) disposed between the open link and the lock lever, and an 
anti-panic spring (25) connecting the lock lever with the movable member, where the movable 
member and the lock lever are coaxially pivoted on a common shaft, where the anti-panic spring 
is engaged on the same common shaft. However, Brackmann et al. discloses the ratchet (27) 
being actuated by the open lever not the open link.
